In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 15 and 18 of the Karnataka Public Service Commission (Conduct 
of Business and Additional Functions) Act, 1959 (Karnataka Act 20 of 1959), the Government of Karnataka after 
consultation with the Karnataka Public Service Commission hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Karnataka Public Service Commission (Functions) Rules, 1973, namely: - 

1. Title and commencement.-(1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Public Service Commission 
(Functions) (Amendment) Rules, 2013. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 4.- In rule 4 of the Karnataka Public Service Commission (Functions) Rules, 1973 (herein 
after referred to as the said rules), for sub-rule (1A), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

“1(A). The Commission shall publish on its notice board, immediately after the completion of valuation of a 
written examination, a list indicating the names of the candidates who are eligible for interview. However, marks secured 
by the candidates in the written examination shall be kept secretly in safe custody so that even the members of the 
commission shall also have no access to it.” 

3. Amendment of rule 5.- In rule 5 of the said rules sub-rule (1A) and the proviso there under shall be omitted.

The draft of the Karnataka Poisons (Prevention of misuse of methanol) Rules, 2013, which the Government of 
Karnataka propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 2,4 and sub-section (1) of section 8 of the 
Poisons Act 1919 (Central Act 12 of 1919) read with section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 Central Act. X of 1897 in 
Notification No. FD 09 PES 2008 dated 29-08-2013 which was published in Part-IV-A of the Karnataka Gazette (Extra 
ordinary) in No. 1106 dated 29-08-2013 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
within thirty days from the date of its publication in the official Gazette. 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on 29 th August 2013. 

And whereas, no objections and Suggestions have been received in respect of the said draft by the State 
Government. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 2,4 and sub-section (1) of section 8 of the Poisons 
Act 1919 (Central Act 12 of 1919) read with section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 Central Act. X of 1897 the 
Government of Karnataka hereby makes the following Rules, namely:- 

RULES 

1. Title, commencement and application.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Poisons (Prevention of 
misuse of Methanol) Rules, 2013. 
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(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Karnataka Poisons Rules, 1966, the provisions of these rules shall 
apply for import, manufacture, storage, sale, transport and use of Methanol. 

2. Definitions.- In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(a) “Act” means the Poisons Act, 1919 (Central Act 12 of 1919); 

(b) “Dealer” means a person who imports, manufacture, stores, sells, transport or use Methanol with a valid 
licence under these rules: 

(c) “Export” means to take out of the State otherwise than from a custom station as defined under section 2 of the 
Customs Act, 1962 (Central Act 52 of 1962) 

(d) "Form" means a form appended to these rules; 

(e) "Government" means the Government of Karnataka; 

(f) “Import” except in the phrase import into India means to bring into the State otherwise than from a Custom 
station as defined under section 2 of the Customs Act, 1962 (Central Act, 52 of 1962) 

(g) “Licence” means licence granted under these rules; 

(h) “Licensing Authority” means the Deputy Commissioner of the District; 

(i) “Manufactory” means a building or part of a building specified in the license and used for the manufacture of 
any product using methanol and also includes the premises where the methanol is stored for transportation; 

(j) “Misuse” means using methanol in contravention of these rules; 

(k) “Methanol” means a flammable poisonous chemical which is used as an industrial solvent also called as 
methyl alcohol or wood alcohol with the formula CH30H. Originally obtained by the destructive distillation of wood, now 
usually manufactured from hydrogen and carbon monoxide or carbon dioxide and includes Methanol specified in the 
schedule to the Poisons Act, 1919. 

(l) “Officer-in-charge” means an Excise/Police/Drugs officer or any other officer appointed for the purpose of 
supervising the operations in the manufactory; 

(m) “Poison” means any substance specified in the Schedule of the Poisons Act 1919(Central Act 12 of 1919); 

(n) " Sub- dealer" means a person who purchases Methanol from a dealer and possesses a valid licence under 
these rules; 

(o) ‘Transport” means to move Methanol from one place to another within the State, whether the intervening area 
lies wholly within the State or not. 

3. Control of Methanol.- (1) Import, transport, possession, sale or use of Methanol is strictly prohibited without 
a valid license issued by the Competent Authority. 

Provided that a person who is a dealer on the date of commencement of these rules may continue to deal with 
Methanol upto sixty days, but before that he shall apply for licence and obtain licence under these rules. 

4. Application for grant or renewal of license.- (1) An application for grant of license to import, manufacture, 
store, sell or use Methanol or for renewal of license shall be made to the Licensing Authority in Form A. accompanied with 
a fee of rupees two hundred. An application for renewal of a license shall be made one month prior to the date of expiry 
of the licens and shall be accompanied with a fee of rupees two hundred. 

(2) Where the applicant is a firm, the name and other particulars of all the partners shall be specified in the 
application and if license is granted to the applicant, the name of all the parters shall be entered in the license. 

(3) Every application shall be in triplicate and shall be accompanied by,- 

(a) a description and plan of the manufactory in which the Methanol is proposed to be stored; 

(b) a statement specifying the number, size and description of all the vessels and other apparatus which are 
proposed to be used in handling Methanol; 

(c) a statement showing the quantity of Methanol proposed to possess during the currency of the license; 

(4) Application for duplicate license, when the original is lost or destroyed, shall be made in writing. 

(5) In case of any change in the place of business of the licensee, a fresh application for license shall be made to 
the licensing authority. 

(6) The licensee shall display the license in a conspicuous place of the manufactory. 

5. Licence to whom granted.- (1) A license in Form B shall be granted only to a person, who in the opinion of 
the licensing authority is competent to be dealer or conduct business in Methanol. 
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(2) The name or names so given may be altered or amended by the licensing authority on a written application 
from the firm or company and such application shall be accompanied with a fee of rupees two hundred. 

6. Duration of License.- Subject to the provisions of rules 3 and 4, a license granted or renewed under these 
rules shall remain in force for one year from 1 st day of April or if it is granted later than 1 st day of April for the remaining 
period of the financial year of issue. 

7. Discretion of Licensing Authority.- A license may be cancelled or revoked at any time. The grant, renewal, 
cancellation or revocation of license shall be at the discretion of the licensing authority whose decision shall be final: 

Provided that no order of cancellation or revocation of licence shall be passed without giving an opportunity to the 
party concerned and shall record in writing the reasons for refusal or refusing to grant or renew a license or for cancelling 
or revoking a license. 

8 . Termination of license.- A licence shall stand cancelled on the death of the license-holder, or on the transfer 
of his business, or on the winding up of a firm or company or the transfer of the business of such firm or company: 

Provided that, if the business carried by the dealer as such or the firm or company is transferred as growing 
concern and the transferee applies for a fresh licence, with a fee of rupees two hundred within fourteen days of the date of 
transfer, the licence shall continue to be in force until a new license is granted or the application for fresh license is 
rejected by the licensing authority. 

9. Disposal of stock on termination, revocation or cancellation of license.- In the event of revocation or 
cancellation of the license under rule 7 or in the event of the termination of the license under rule 8, the stock of Methanol 
may be sold to any other license holder within a period of three months from the date of such termination, revocation or 
cancellation of the license. Thereafter, the remaining Methanol may be destroyed under the orders of the licensing 
authority. In the case referred to in rule 8. the proceeds of the sale, if any, shall be made over to the legal representative of 
the deceased license holder or his transferee or liquidator of the dissolved firm or the company or the transferee of the firm 
or company, as the case may be. 

10. Power to inspect stock of Methanol and related registers.- Any executive Magistrate, any Drug inspector, 
any Excise Officer of and above the rank of Sub-Inspector of Excise, any Police Officer of and above the rank of Sub- 
Inspector of Police or any other officer authorised by Government may at any time visit and inspect the premises of the 
license- holder, and may check all the related registers. The licensee shall give all facilities to such officer to inspect 
Methanol and registers. 

11. Storage of Methanol.- (1) Every dealer shall ensure that the storage facility at industry, ports and railway 
station properly constructed and maintained as per the approved plan along with the Contingency plan for safety. 

(2) Every storage tank, room or building and every such receptacle shall be marked with the word ‘Poison’ in red 
letters, both in English and in the vernacular of the state. 

12. Sale of Methanol.- Every sale of Methanol shall, be made by the license-holder including the sub-dealer 
only in person or where the license-holder is a firm or a company, through, or under the supervision of, an accredited 
representative of such firm or company. 

13. Persons to whom Methanol may be sold.- A license-holder shall not sell any Methanol to any person, 
unless the purchaser is a license holder under these rules. 

14. Register of stock of Methanol.- Every license-holder shall maintain a register of stock of Methanol in Form 
C in which he shall enter correctly the details of stock. The following details shall be entered in such register 

(a) Serial No; 

(b) Name of Poison: 

(c) Quantity of stock/purchased/imported etc; 

(d) Date of sale; 

(e) Name and address from whom purchased/imported; 

(f) Opening Balance; 

(g) Quantity Sold; 

(h) Closing Balance. 
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15. Register of Sale of Methanol.- (1) Every dealer or license-holder shall maintain a register in which he shall 
enter correctly all sales of Methanol. The following details shall be entered in such register in respect of such sale In Form 
D, namely: - 

(a) Serial No., 

(b) Name of poison, 

(c) Quantity sold: 

(d) Date of sale; 

(e) Name and address of the purchaser; 

(f) Purposes for which the Methanol was stated to be required by the purchaser 

(g) Signature of purchaser (or thumb impression, if illiterate or, in the case of purchase by post, date of letter 

or written orders and reference to the original in the file in which it is preserved.) 

(h) Signature of person identifying the purchaser, if any (or thumb impression, if illiterate); and 

(i) Signature of vendor. 

(2) The licensee shall enter all the details of day to day sale of Methanol in the Register of Sales in Form D 

(3) The signature in the register prescribed under sub rule (1) shall be that of the license-holder himself, or, 
when the license-holder is a firm or company, that of an accredited representative of such firm or company and shall be 
written at the time of sale or despatch to the purchaser. Such signature shall be held to imply that the signatory had 
satisfied himself that the requirements of rule 14 have been fulfilled. 

(4) All letters or written order referred to under item (g) of the above register shall be preserved in original by the 
license-holder for a period not less than two years from the date of sale. 

(5) The daily balance of stock should be entered in the register in the Form C. 

16. Transportation of Methanol.-l) No person shall transport Methanol without proper permit issued by the 
designated Officer in Form M L T in Quadruplicate. 

(2) Persons transporting Methanol should ensure that it is transported to the intended destination in the 
designated route without any leakage and used only for proposed purpose. 

(3) Methanol shall be transported In dedicated tankers and One Time Lock (OTL) shall be used and Methanol 
transported shall be securely packed in a closed container (according to the quantity); and every such container or 
receptacle shall be labelled by the Vendor with a red label bearing in English and in the Vernacular of the State showing 
the following particulars.- 

(1) the word 'Poison' and skull/ bone mark must be shown prominently at the top of the labels; 

(ii) Name of Poison 

(iii) the name of the vendor; and 

(iv) the address of the industry to which the Methanol is sold. 

(4) The driver, cleaner and casual labour handling Methanol shall be informed about the toxic nature of 

Methanol. 

(5) Suitable escort shall be provided for transportation of Methanol. 

(6) The licensee shall furnish an undertaking that he would be responsible for any misuse, diversion or 

violations of these Rules. 

(7) The licence-holder shall be vicariously liable for any negligence of the transporter. Any violation or misuse 

by the sub-dealer, the responsibility and liability shall lie on the licence-holder. 

17. Enforcement and Education regarding Methanol.- (1) The enforcement and inspection of Methanol shall 
be under the concurrent powers of Police, Excise and Drugs Control Department. 

(2) Every dealer of Methanol shall be properly educated in order to prevent its misuse.

* He shall be entitled to count his seniority from the notional date, only for the purpose of consideration for 
promotion to the post of Assistant Executive Engineer (Division-I). 
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There is, at present, no established procedure or guidelines to deal with situations that arise when brain deaths 
occur in hospitals in the state that are not registered under the Transplantation of Human Organs Act, 1994 (THO Act) 
even when the families of the brain dead persons wish or consent to donate the organs of their deceased family member. It 
is therefore imperative to permit organs to be retrieved when there is a willingness to donate organs at those centers which 
have the facilities to maintain brain dead deceased donors, so that more lives of organ failure patients can be saved. 
Considering the fact that a large number of brain deaths occur in non-transplant hospitals the Appropriate Authority shall 
take the initiative to register those hospitals which fulfill certain conditions as Non-Transplant Organ retrieval centers. 

As per the decision taken, all hospitals in the State that have minimum of 25 beds along with an Operation 
Theatre and Intensive Care Unit (ICU) as Non Transplant Organ Retrieval Centers (NTHORCs) have to be registered and 
these hospitals will have to be permitted to certify brain death as per the procedures stipulated in Human Organs and 
Tissues Act 1994 and guidelines issued by the Appropriate Authority or Government of Karnataka and thereafter conduct 
organ retrieval for therapeutic purposes, however they shall not be permitted to perform actual transplantation of human 
organs. 

The State level authorization committee has been constituted under the chairmanship of Director, Institute of 
Nephro-urology, Bangalore vide In the G.O. read at Serial No (3) above. Additional Authorization Committees have been 
constituted viz; Manipal Hospital, Bangalore, Columbia Asia Hospital, Bangalore, Narayana Hrudayalaya Hospital, 
Bangalore, for purposes of carrying out the provisions enunciated in transplantation of Human Organ and Tissues act, 
1994 and the rules framed their under from time to time vide G.O.s at Serial No. (4) to (6) read above. 

The Zonal Co-ordination Committee of Karnataka (ZCCK) has been constituted by Government vide G.O. read at 
Serial No (7) above to ensure effective implementation of Transplantation of Human Organs and Tissues act 1994 and also 
to promote Cadaver organ transplantation in our state. This committee has been conceived with a view to implement a 
sustained Cadaver transplant programme in the state thereby increasing availability and access to deceased donor organs 
for patients with end stage of organ failure. ZCCK will have representatives from the concerned departments of State 
Government and all recognized transplantation centres. 

ZCCK functions within the areas of counseling families for organs donation after brain death, educating the 
medical staff on procedures to be followed, intimating the police stations on organ donations, activating the respective 
recipients based on organs being donated, co-coordinating the retrieval process with the various teams from Various 
hospitals, allocation of organs the medical tests, post-mortem in a Government Hospital and documentation of entire 
process. 

GOVERNMENT ORDER NO: HEW 89 FPE 2012, BANGALORE, DATED: 31 10-2013 

In the circumstances explained above, sanction of Government is accorded to the hospitals registered under the 
Act with the Appropriate Authority to follow the procedures stipulated in the Transplantation of Human Organs and 
Tissues Act. 1994 and guidelines issued by the Appropriate Authority or Government for certifying brain death in their 
hospitals as per the Act. 

The hospitals, will apply for brain death certification in Non Transplant Human Organs Retrieval Centers 
(NTHORC) as well, in the event of a family of brain dead person consenting to organ donation. If Neuro surgeon/Neuro 
Physician is not available in the NTHORCs, then they can utilize the services of Neuro surgeon/Neuro Physician from the 
Brain Stem death Committee of the Hospital registered under Human Organ Transplant Act by the Appropriate Authority. 

Any NTHORCs can take assistance and support from any hospital registered with the Appropriate Authority as a 
Transplant Center for maintaining the brain dead person in stable condition until organ retrieval is carried out. 

Whenever a brain death occurs in NTHORCs and the deceased person’s family consents to organ donation, the 
NTHORCs shall contact the Zonal Co-ordination Committee of Karnataka (ZCCK) for Organ allocation as per norms. 

The organs shall be allocated following the prioritization norms as established by Appropriate Authority for Zonal 
Co-ordination committee of Karnataka in the State. 

All other procedures for cadaveric organ donation and organ retrieval as specified in the Transplantation of 
Human Organs and Tissues Act, 1994 and Rules and other relevant Government Orders would apply to NTHORCs as 
well.

The Procedures followed in the decision making process, including channels of supervision and 
accountability: 

The procedure followed In the decision making process is indicated below. 


Case Worker: 

Receiving of Proposals and opening of new files. 

Section Officer/Special Officer 

Will scrutinize the proposal with all relevant facts and mark the file/letters to Under 
Secretary and Deputy Secretary as the case may be. 

Under Secretary 

Receiving the files / proposals submitted to him, scrutinize them, and put up for 
approval to higher authorities; and to issue final orders for due communication. He 
will also perform the work as per the nature of the section demands and to give 
instructions to subordinates for smooth running of the office works. 

Deputy Secretary: 

Will suggest the suitability or otherwise of the course of action suggested, and define 
the same in the light of the existing provisions of Rules or Acts, or perform as per the 
necessary directions of the higher authority.

Joint Secretary / Additional

Will review the important cases with an overall view and submit the file to the 
Secretary/Principal Secretary for approval or the ultimate course to be adopted to 
the proposal that is under consideration, or take appropriate decision after 
submission to Secretary / Principal Secretary to Chief Minister. 

Secretary / Principal Secretary: 

Will decide on the course of action to be taken on a proposal under the delegated 
powers and, if necessary, will submit the file for final orders of the Hon’ble Chief 
Minister.

The rules and regulations, instructions, manuals and records, held by it or under its control or used by its 
employees for discharging its functions: 

The Chief Minister’s Secretariat does not function like other departments in Secretariat, but only assists the 
Chief Minister in the discharge of his duties as Chief Executive / Head of the State. However, in general, all the rules and 
regulations prescribed by Government from time to time are followed. 

All relevant Acts, Rules, Government Orders, Circulars, Notifications, Manuals, Guidelines and Instructions etc. 
in connection with the files of the concerned Department are strictly followed. 

4(1 Mb) - VI 

A Statement of the categories of documents that are held by its or under its control; 

Except the personal files of all the officers/officials in Chief Minister’s Secretariat and other correspondence files, no other 
official documents are maintained. However, Office Orders, Standing Orders issued from time to time will be maintained 
till a reasonable time or end of the tenure of the ministry for internal office purpose. 
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4(l)(b) - VII 

The particulars of any arrangements that exist for consultation with, or representation by the members of 
the public in relation to the formulation of its policy or implementation there of; 

Any representation given by the public will be attended to by a set of procedure, which is computerized and his: 
her request will be sent to the concerned departments for necessary action. Besides this, when any public meets the 
officers personally, their grievances will be attended to. 

With respect to the arrangements for consultation of public, a special programme called Janaspandana 
programme is launched. 

Generally Chief Minister will allow the public to meet them in the morning session between 7-00 am & 9-00 am 
to listen to the grievances of the public. Whenever Chief Minister 

is free, he conducts Janaspandana to solve the grievances of the public at the spot at his residence. (When Hon’ble CM is 
in the Head Quarter) 

In Janaspandana, Chief Minister will pass orders at the spot only for eligible candidates with respect to Chief 
Minister’s Relief Fund Application. Other papers received at Janaspandana will be sent to the concerned departments for 
necessary action. Finally follow-up action will initiated to confirm whether the action has been taken or not to the earlier 
letters sent to the departments. 

There is a separate cell established for corresponding Janaspandana programme letters. This cell is headed by 
one Special Officer assisted by two staff members.

ORDER NO: FD/103/ACP/58, DATED: 3 rd DECEMBER 1958, BANGALORE. 

1. Sanction is according to the opening of a Personal Deposit account styled 'The Chief Minister's Relief Fund” in 
the Reserve Bank of India, Bangalore (State Huzur Treasry - Government Account) fro crediting the contributions 
received the public for being utilized to help the sufferers on account of unfortunate and unforeseen incidents. 

2. The private Secretary to the Chief Minister will operate on the fund and the grants to be paid to the sufferers at 
the discretion of the Chief Minister may be draw and disbursed by the Private Secretary to the Chief Minister. 

3. A separate cash account should be maintained for the Personal Deposit Account (Vide Article 286 Mysore 
Financial Code, 1958) and the initial accounts will be subject to audit by the Accountant General. 

4. The Account General, Mysore, Bangalore, is request to issue necessary instructions in the matter. 

G.O.No. FD 35 BMS 78 DATED 12™ SEPTEMBER 1979. 

CHIEF MINISTER S RELIEF FUND RULES. 

1. These Rules shall be called the Chief Minister's Relief Fund Rules 1978. 

2. They shall com into force with immediate effect. 

3. Constitution of the Fund: 

a. The Chief Minister’s Relief Fund created by the Government Order No. FD 103 ACP 58, dated 3 rd 
December 1958, shall be constituted out of contributions received from the public and the Government, 
and shall be kept in a personal deposit account as prescribed in Article 286 of the Karnataka Financial 
Code 1958. in the Reserve Bank of India, Public Accounts Department. The fund will be operated by the 
Secretary to the Chief Minister or an officer authorized by him under due intimation to the District 
Treasury Officer, Bangalore and the Reserve Bank of India. 

4. Purpose of the Fund: 

The fund shall be used for the relief of distress of persons at the discretion of the Chief Minister. The 
assistance may be given directly to individuals or to institutions caring for the relief of distressed people. The 
circumstances which qualify for assistance from the Fund will include:- 

I. Diro poverty: 

II. Unemployment: 

III. Sickness; 

IV. Physical handicap; 

V. Accidents resulting in loss of the earning member of the family. 

Widow-hood, orphans and destitutes. 
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The Chief Minister's decision as to the eligibility of any person for assistance from the fund will be final. Nothing 
in these rules will prevent sanction of assistance to the same person or institution more than once. 

5. Applications for aid from the Fund for medical and or on poverty considerations should be supported by reports 
of Medical and Revenue Officers respectively. The Chief Minister's satisfaction as regards the adequacy of proof 
in any case will be final. 

6. Sanction of assistance from the Fund to meet expenditure on specific items may be made conditional on the 
beneficiary producing proof of utilization of the aid from the intended purpose. Cases in which such proof is 
necessary shall be decided by the Chief Minister. 

7. Financial assistance from the Chief Minister’s relief Fund will be given on the Chief Minister’s orders. In urgent 
cases the Secretary to the Chief Minister may sanction assistance from the Fund and obtain approval of the Chief 
Minister after payment. All ratifications may be made finally by the Chief Minister, whenever oral instructions 
are issued by the Chief Minister. 

8. Accounts and Audit: 

The sums received as contributions to the Fund shall be taken to the Cash Book and 
then credited to the Chief Minister’s Relief Fund at the Reserve Bank of India in the 
Public Accounts Department by the office of the Chief Minister. The following 
Account Records shall be maintained by the Office of the Chief Minister: 

9. The Registers and Accounts shall be subject to audit Accountant General, Karnataka.

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(2) The Board shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid having perpetual succession and a common seal 
with power to acquire, hold and dispose of property, both movable and immovable, and to contract and shall by the said 
name sue and be sued. 

(3) The Board shall consist of the following members, namely:- 

(a) All the District Incharge Ministers of the Hyderabad Karnataka region will be the member and one of 
the Ministers Incharge of Districts in the region to be nominated by the State Government as the 
Chairman. 

(b) Eight Members of Karnataka Legislative Assembly representing the region for a period of one year by 
rotation as nominated by the State Government. 

(bl) Two members of the Karnataka Legislative Council representing the region for a period of one year by 
rotation as nominated by the State Government. 

(c) One Member of the Parliament representing a part or whole of the Hyderabad-Kamataka Region 
whose constituencies lie within the jurisdiction of the Board for the period of one year by rotation 
nominated by the State Government; 

(d) One of the Adhyakshas of the Zilla Panchayat of Bellaiy, Bidar, Gulbarga. Yadgir. Koppal, and 
Raichur districts for the period of one year by rotation nominated by the State Government; 

(dl) One of the President/Mayor of the Urban Local Body coming within the area for a period of one year 
by rotation as nominated by the State Government. 

(e) Five members nominated by the State Government one each who are expert in following fields, 
namely: - 

(1) planning process of State; 

(2) financial matters and accounts of State; 

(3) Irrigation and Public Works; 

(4) Agriculture and Industry; and 

(5) Education and Employment; 

(f) The Regional Commissioners of Gulbarga Revenue Region: Ex-officio Member. 

(g) The Secretary to Government ineharge of Planning Department; Ex-officio Member. 

(h) The Secretary to Government ineharge of Finance: Ex-offieio Member. 

(i) The Secretary of the Board; Member Secretary. 

(4) The State Government shall appoint an officer not below the rank of the Secretary to Government to be the 
Secretary of the Board. 

(5) The State Government shall provide the Board with such other officers and employees as it considers 
necessary for carrying out the functions of the Board under this Order. 

(6) The administrative expenses of the Board including the salaries, allowances and pensions payable to the 
Secretary and other officers and employees of the Board, shall be defrayed out of the fund of the Board. 

4. Advisory Council.- (1) There shall be an advisory council consisting of the following namely:- 

(a) District ineharge Ministers ineharge of Revenue Districts in the Region: 

(b) All members of the Parliament representing the Region: 

(c) All members of the Karnataka State Legislative Assembly representing the Region: 

(d) All members of the Karnataka State Legislative Council whose name has been registered as voter in that 
Region: 

(e) All Adyakshas of Zilla Panchayats representing the Region; 

(f) The Regional Commissioner of Gulbarga Division; 

(g) All Deputy Commissioners of the Revenue Districts in the Region; 

(h) Mayors of the Municipal Corporations and Adyakshas of city Municipal Councils in the region; 

(i) Secretary of the Board member Secretary. 

(j) All the Chief Executive Officers of the Zilla Panchayaths of the Revenue Districts in the Region: 

(2) The Advisory Council shall submit its Annual draft development plan to the Board well before September of 
every year in respect of succeeding financial year. 

5. Functions of the Advisory Council.- (1) The Advisory Council shall prepare Annual Development Plan for the 
Region. The Advisory Council on preparing draft development plan,- 
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(a) have regard to,- 

(1) matters of common Interest between panchayats and municipalities including sharing of water and 
other physical and natural resources, the integrated development of infrastructure and 
environmental conservation: 

(ii) overall objectives and priorities set by Government of India and Government of the State; 

(iii) The extent and nature of investment likely to be made in the Region by agencies of Government of 
India and State Government and other available resources whether financial or otherwise; 

(iv) Backwardness in Education, Economical, Social and priorities to be takenup in the region. 

6. Term of office and conditions of service.- (1) Subject to the pleasure of the State Government, the 
Chairman and other non-official members nominated by the State Government under clause (e) of sub-clause(3) of clause 
3, shall hold office for a period of two years. 

(2) The Chairman or a member other than an ex-officio member may resign his office by writing under his hand 
addressed to the State Government but shall continue in office until his resignation is accepted. 

(3) The Chairman and other members shall receive such allowances as may be prescribed. 

(4) The allowances payable to the Chairman and other members shall be defrayed out of the Fund of the Board. 

(5) No order or proceeding of the Board shall be invalid by reason only of the existence of any vacancy or defect in 
the constitution of the Board. 

7. Disqualification for office of membership.- (1) A person shall be disqualified for being appointed as and for 
being a member if he,- 

(a) has been convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for an offence which in the opinion of the State 
Government involves moral turpitude; or 

(b) is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent court; or 

(c) is an un-discharged insolvent: or 

(d) has been removed or dismissed from service of the Central Government or a State Government or a body 
or corporation owned or controlled by the Central Government or a State Government; or 

(e) has directly or indirectly by himself or his partner any share or interest in any work done by the order of 
the Board or in any contract or employment with or under or by or on behalf of the Board; 

(f) is employed as a paid legal practitioner on behalf of the Board or accepts employment of legal 
practitioner against the Board. 

(2) A person shall not be disqualified under item (e) of sub-clause (1) or be deemed to have any share or interest 
in any contract or employment within the meaning of the said clause by reason only of his having a share or interest in 
any newspaper in which any advertisement relating to the affairs of the Board is inserted. 

8. Removal of member.- The State Government shall remove the Chairman or other member if,- 

(a) he becomes subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause 5: 

Provided that no Chairman or member, shall be removed on the ground that he has become subject to 
the disqualification mentioned in item (e) of sub-clause (1) of that clause, unless he has been given an 
opportunity of making his representation against the proposal; or 

(b) he refuses to act or become incapable of acting; or 

(c) he without obtaining leave of absence from the Board, absents from three consecutive meetings of the 
Board: or 

(d) in the opinion of the State Government he has so abused his position as to render his continuance in 
office detrimental to the public interest: 

Provided that no member shall be removed under this clause unless he has been given an opportunity of 
making his representation against the proposal. 

9. Secretary.- (1) The Secretary shall receive such salary and other allowances as the State Government may 
determine from time to time. 

(2) The State Government may grant from time to time such leave of absence to the Secretary. 

(3) The Secretary shall be the Chief Executive of the Board and shall,- 

(a) be responsible for implementing the schemes approved by the Board; 

(b) operate the fund of the Board; 

(c) cause to be maintained accounts of the Board; and 
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(d) discharge such other functions which are conferred on him by or under this Order or any other law for 
the time being in force. 

10. Meetings of the Board.- (1) The meeting of the Board shall be convened by the Chairman or by the 
Secretary, with the prior approval of the Chairman and shall be held at any place within the jurisdiction of the Board or at 
the State Headquarters. 

(2) The Board shall meet atleast once in every three months. The Board shall notify its Annual calendar of 
meetings in advance. 

(3) The Chairman may, if he feels it necessary, convene a special meeting or the Secretary, with the prior approval 
of the Chairman may convene such meeting which shall be held at any place within the jurisdiction of the Board or at the 
State Headquarters. 

(4) The Board shall observe such procedure in regard to the transaction of business at its meetings as may be 
provided by regulations. 

(5) Every meeting shall be presided over by the Chairman and if for any reason, the Chairman is unable to attend 
any meeting, any other member chosen by the members present at the meeting shall preside at the meeting. 

(6) One third members shall form the quorum. 

11. Proceedings presumed to be good and valid.- No disqualification of or defect in the appointment of any 
person acting as Chairman or member shall be deemed to vitiate any order or proceeding of the Board if such order or 
proceeding is otherwise in accordance with the provisions of this Order. 

CHAPTER III 

12. Functions of the Board.- The Board shall, from time to time;- 

(a) consider the recommendations of the Advisory Council made in the Annual draft development plan; 

(b) ascertain relative levels of development in different sectors in relation to its Region on the basis of 
appropriate indicators, having regard to the levels of development in the State as a whole; 

(c) assess the impact of various development efforts in removing backlog and in achieving overall 
development within its Region; 

(d) suggest the levels of development expenditure over the area of the Development board during a plan 
period including the annual plan; 

(e) suggest to the Governor the ‘policies’ for the region which may have financial implications like incentives 
to be given to industries, private educational institutions investing in the region like Tax holidays etc. 
and who also provide reservation in employment and in admission to Educational institutions to the 
persons belonging to that region; within their financial limits and 

(f) prepare an annual report on its working and send it, as far as practicable within three months after the 
end of every financial year, to the Governor for placing it before the Karnataka State Legislature. 

(g) advise on creation of posts and sanction of institutions like new Public Health Centre, Veterinary 
dispensary, Primary and Secondary Schools etc., within the financial envelope provided for the year to 
the board. 

13. Preparation of plan and approval of scheme.- (1) The Board shall after taking into considerations of the 
draft development plan prepared by the Advisory Council every year prepare an annual plan for the development of 
Hyderabad - Karnataka Region and forward it to the Governor for its approval. The Governor may approve the plan with or 
without any modification. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Order and the control of the State Government schemes formulated in 
accordance with the plans by the development departments, Zilla Panchayat and non-Govemmental organisations 
recognized by the Board functioning in Hyderabad-Kamataka Region, shall be approved by the Board. 

14. Supervision.- The Board shall have power to supervise and review the progress of expenditure incurred 
under the plan and performance of various development departments, Zilla Panchayats and non-Govemmental 
organisations recognised by the Board functioning in the Hyderabad-Karnataka Region with reference to the plan. 

15. Co-ordination.- The Board shall co-ordinate functioning of all development departments, Zilla Panchayats 
and non-Governmental organisations recognised by the Board which implement in Hyderabad-Karnataka Region, 
development schemes included in its plan and shall also review the personnel position of such development departments, 
Zilla Panchayat and non-Govemmental organisations recognised by the Board and may make suggestions in this behalf to 
the State Government. 

16. Implementation of schemes.- (a) The Board shall be responsible for implementation of schemes included in 
its plan through the development departments, Zilla Panchayats, Urban Local Bodies and non-Governmental organizations 
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recognized by the Board functioning in the Hyderabad-Karnataka Region. The Board may, subject to such rules as may be 
prescribed, re-appropriate funds from one development department to another, if, for any reason a development 
department is not likely to incur full expenditure out of the amount allocated to it under the plan. 

(b) For the implementation of all the works and functions, the Board or its delegatees may have full 
administrative, financial and technical powers. 

(c) The fund remaining unspent during the financial year shall not lapse; and such balance amount shall 
be carried forward to the next financial year. Such carried forward funds from one year to another shall 
never be more than 20% of the funds earmarked in such financial year. 

17. Implementation Committee.- (1) There shall be an Implementation Committee consisting of the following 
members, namely. - 

(a) Secretary of the Board who shall be the Chairman; 

(b) The Chief Executive Officer of the Zilla Panchayats of Bellary, Bidar, Gulbarga. Yadgir. Koppal, and 
Raichur districts; 

or his nominee not below the rank of Senior Group "A" officer. 

(c) The Deputy Commissioner of each district in Hyderabad-Karnataka Region; 

(d) The Vice-Chancellor, Gulbarga University: 

(e) Such other officers as may be appointed by the State Government: 

(2) The State Government may also by notification constitute Implementation Committees at district. Taluk and 
Gram Panchayat Level. 

18. Powers of Implementation Committee.- (1) The Implementation Committee shall exercise such of the 
powers of the Board which are delegated to it by the Board. 

(2) The Implementation Committee shall meet at-least once in a month. 

(3) The Implementation Committee shall observe such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction of business 
at its meetings as may be provided by regulations. 

19. Obtaining information.- The Board may for the purposes of this Order seek and obtain information from 
any Zilla Panchayat in Hyderabad-Karnataka Region or from any officer of the State Government having jurisdiction over 
any area in Hyderabad-Karnataka Region and such Zilla Panchayat or officer shall be bound to furnish the information 
sought by the Board. 

20. Delegation of powers.- The Board may, by notification delegate to the Implementation Committee or the 
Secretary of the Board any of the powers conferred on it by or under this Order. 

CHAPTER IV 

21. Fund of the Board.- (1) There shall be a Fund called the Board Fund. 

(2) The following shall form part of, or be paid into, the Board Fund, namely:- 

(i) all grants, subventions, donations and gifts made by the Central Government. State Government, any 
local authority, any body, whether incorporated or not or any person: 

(ii) the amount borrowed by the Board: and 

(iii) all other sums received by or on behalf of the Board from any source whatsoever. 

(3) Except as otherwise directed by the State Government, all moneys credited to the Fund shall be invested in 
any nationalized or Scheduled Bank. 

22. Allocation of funds for development expenditure.- (1) The Governor of Karnataka shall ensure equitable 
allocation of funds for development expenditure over the areas of Board, subject to the requirements of the State as a 
whole. 

(2) In ensuring equitable allocation of funds, the Governor may,- 

(a) take into consideration the recommendations, if any, made by the Board: and 

(b) where he considers it necessary and appropriate, seek advice from any person or body of persons in 
the matter of the allocation of funds. 

(c) Constitute standing or adhoc expert committee(s) to study regional imbalance and quantify back logs 
and resources required to correct back log, and in consultation with the Chief Minister of the State, 
advise on devolution of funds from the State Plan or Non-plan or both for the region. 

(d) On receipt of such advice the Government shall provide equitable allocation of funds for the 
development of the said region, subject to the requirement of the State as a whole. 
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(e) In consultation with the Chief Minister, advise the State Government to bring Special Policies as 
envisaged in para 12(e) to encourage investment by the private industry and to encourage opening of 
new educational institutions in the region. 

(f) On receipt of such advise, the Government may bring appropriate policies for correcting regional 
imbalance and provide adequate resources, institutional support and man power to implement the 
same. 

(g) Government will bring out Special Grant in aid policy for the educational, technical and vocational 
institutions in the area within six months of this notification to promote and encourage private 
investment. 

(h) Government will bring out an Industrial and Infrastructural and other investment policy for the region 
within six months of this notification. 

23. Allocation of funds to be reflected in annual financial statement.- The allocation of funds or outlays 
made by the Governor shall be reflected in the Annual Financial Statement to be placed before the State Legislature and 
the development activities with regard to the outlays as aforesaid, shall be carried out or caused to be carried out by the 
State Government and the funds so allocated shall be non divertible from the area of the Board to other parts of the state: 

Provided that- 

(a) re-appropriation may be made in conformity with the budgetary rules and procedure on the development 
activities undertaken as aforesaid within the area of a Board; 

(b) in the implementation of the development activities, the prevailing norms shall be adhered to; and 

(c) the respective administrative departments shall continue to implement and exercise administrative and 
technical supervision and control over the developmental activities. 

24. Application of the Fund.- The Board Fund and all property held or vested in the Board shall be applied for 
administration of this Order. 

25. Power of Governor to direct the Board.- Notwithstanding anything contained in this Order or in any other 
law for the time being in force, if in the opinion of the Governor or on the advice of the Council of Ministers, it is expedient 
in public interest so to do, it may. by general or special order issue such directions to the Board as are necessary to carry¬ 
out the purposes of the Order. It shall be the duty of the Board to comply with such directions. 

26. Power to borrow.- The Board may from time to time with the previous sanction of the State Government and 
subject to such conditions as may be prescribed in this behalf borrow any sum required for the purposes of this Order. 

27. Account and audit.- (1) Accounts of the income and expenditure of the Board Fund shall be kept in 
accordance with such rules as may be prescribed. 

(2) The Board shall prepare an annual statement of accounts in such form as may be prescribed. 

(3) The accounts of the Board shall be audited annually by such auditor as the State Government may appoint. 

(4) The auditor shall for the purposes of the audit, have access to all the accounts and other records of the Board. 

(5) The Board shall pay from its fund such charges for the audit as may be prescribed. 

(6) As soon as may be, after the receipt of the report of the auditor the Board shall send a copy of the annual 
statement of accounts, together with a copy of the report of the auditor to the State Government and shall cause to be 
published the annual statement of accounts in such manner as may be prescribed. 

(7) The State Government may after perusal of the report of the auditor give such directions as it thinks lit to the 
Board and the Board shall comply with such directions. 

CHAPTER V 

28. Report.- The Board shall before such date, in such form and at such interval as may be prescribed, submit 
the prescribed report to the State Legislature. 

29. Budget of the Board.- The Board shall prepare every year before such date and in such form, a budget 
estimate of its income and expenditure for the financial year to commence on the first day of April next following and shall 
forward it to the State Government. 

30. Rules.- The Governor may, by order, from time to time make such rules; including the rules for the proper 
transaction of the business in relation to his function under clause (1) of the article 371 J of the Constitution and for the 
effective implementation of the provisions of this order. 
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31. Power to make regulations.- The Board may make regulations to provide for the procedure In regard to the 
transaction of business its meetings and meetings of the Implementation committees and for such other matters required 
to be provided by regulations for effective Implementation of this order.

The following Order made by the Governor is hereby published for general information: - 

THE KARNATAKA EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS (REGULATIONS OF ADMISSION IN THE 
HYDERABAD-KARNATAKA REGION) ORDER, 2013 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 2 of the Karnataka (Special Responsibility of Governor for 
Hyderabad-Karnataka Region) order, 2013, the Governor of Karnataka hereby makes the following order, namely: - 

1. Title, application and commencement.- (1) This order may be called the Karnataka Educational 
Institutions (Regulations of Admission In the Hyderabad-Kamataka Region) order, 2013. 

(2) This order shall apply to the courses specified in the Schedule. 

(3) It shall come into force on the day of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Interpretations.- (1) In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,- 

(a) "Available seats" in relation to any course of study, means the number of seats provided in that course for 
admission at any time for allotment by the State Government or the University or any other authority 
empowered by the State Government in Hyderabad-Kamataka Region. 

(b) "Local area" in respect of any University or other educational institution, means the area of the 
Hyderabad-Kamataka Region specified in paragraph 3 of this order for the purposes of admission to such 
University or other educational institution. 

(c) "Local person" in relation to the local area, means a person who qualifies under paragraph 4 of this order 
as a local in relation to the local area. 

(d) "Schedule" means the schedule appended to this Order. 

(e) "State Government" means the Government of Karnataka. 

(f) "Region" means the Hyderabad Karnataka Region comprising of Local area specified in para 3 of this order. 

(g) "State- wide Educational Institution" means an educational institution providing any of the courses 
specified in part -II of the Second Schedule. 

(h) "State - wide University" means a University specified in part-I of the Second Schedule. 

(i) “Domicile” in this notification means “Local Persons” as defined in Para-4 

(2) The General clauses Act, 1897 (Central Act 10 of 1897) applies for the interpretation of this order. 

3. Local Area: The part of the State called the Hyderabad-Karnataka Region comprising the districts of Bidar, 
Gulbarga, Yadgir, Raichur, Koppal and Bellaiy shall be regarded as the local area for the purpose of admission to 
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University and to any other educational institution including vocational training institutions (other than State wide 
University or State-wide educational institution), which is subject to the control of the State Government and is situated in 
that Region. 

4. Domicile (Local Persons): A candidate for admission to any course of study shall be regarded as a local 
person in relation to the local area,- 

(a) If he is bom in local area, or either of his parents was bom in that region before 1.1.2013, or either of 
his parents ordinarily lived in the local area for more than ten years prior to 1.1.2013 and had their 
name either in the electoral list or ration card; or owned any immovable property on or before 1.1.2013 
in the local area: or 

(b) In cases where a minimum educational qualification has been prescribed for admission,- 

(i) If he has studied in an educational institution or educational institutions in such local area for a 

period of not less than Ten consecutive academic years ending with the academic year in 
which he appeared or, as the case may be, first appeared for the relevant qualifying 
examination; or 

(ii) Where during the whole or any part of the Ten consecutive academic years ending with the 

academic year in which he appeared or as the case may be, first appeared for the relevant 
qualifying examination he has not studied in any educational institution, if he has resided in 
that local area for a period of not less than Ten year immediately preceding the date of 
commencement of the qualifying examination in which he appeared or as the case may be, 
first appeared; or 

(iii) Where either of his parents has studied in an Educational Institution in such Local area for a 

period of Ten consecutive academic years. 

(c) In cases where no minimum educational qualification has been prescribed for admission, if he or either 
of his parents has resided in that local area for a period of not less than Ten years immediately 
preceding the date on which the seat is notified for admission; and 

(d) In case of a woman, if she got married to a Local person specified in the clauses (a) to (c) above. 

Explanation:- For the purposes of this paragraph:- 

(i) "Educational institution" means a university or any educational institution recognized by the State 
Government, a University or other competent authority; 

(ii) "Relevant qualifying examination", in relation to admission to any course of study, means the 
examination, a pass in which is the, minimum educational qualification for admission to such course of 
study; 

(iii) In reckoning the consecutive academic years during which a candidate or either of his parent has 
studied,- 

(a) any period of interruption of his study by reason of his failure to pass any examination; and 

(b) any period of his study in State-wide University or a statewide educational institution shall be 
disregarded. 

(iv) The question whether any candidate for admission to any course of study has resided in the local area 
shall be determined with reference to the places where the candidate or either of his parents actually 
resided. 

5. Competent Authority to issue Certificate.- (1) The Government may notify Competent Authority to issue 
eligibility certificate for a local person. The Competent Authority after due inquiry and public notice in such manner as 
may be prescribed issue eligibility certificate. 

(2) Any person (applicant or the member of the public) aggrieved by the order of the Competent Authority may 
make appeal to the Deputy Commissioner or any other Appellate Authority notified by the Government, within thirty days 
of issue of such eligibility certificate. 

(3) The Competent authority and the Appellate Authority shall dispose off the application or appeal within thirty 
days from the date of its receipt. 

(4) ‘Birth Certificate’ required to prove Domicile shall be issued in the manner prescribed by the Government. 

(5) Government may lay down procedure for issue of Validity Certificate for the proof of Domicile. 
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6. Reservation in Regional Universities and educational institutions.- (1) Admission to 70% of the available 
seats in every course of study in any Regional University or educational institution referred to in the First Schedule in the 
Local area shall be reserved in favour of the local persons, in respect of such University or education institution. 

(2) While determining under sub-paragraph (1) the number of seats to be reserved in favour of local persons any 
fraction of a seat shall be counted as one. 

Provided that there shall be at least one unreserved seat. 

7. Reservation in State-wide Universities and State-wide educational Institutions:- (1) 8% of the available 
seats in every course of study provided in a State-wide University or a statewide educational institution referred to in the 
Second Schedule be allocated among the Local candidates of the Hyderabad-Karnataka Region. 

(2) While determining under sub-paragraph (1) the number of seats to be reserved in favour of the local persons, 
any fraction of a seat shall be counted as one. Provided that there shall be at least one unreserved seat. 

(3) While allocating under sub-paragraph (1) the reserved seats among the local persons in relation to the local 
area, fractions of a seat shall be adjusted by counting the greatest fractions as one and, if necessary, also the greater of 
the remaining fractions as another; and where the fraction to be so counted cannot be selected by reason of the fractions 
being equal, the selection shall be by lot. 

Provided that there shall be at least one seat allocated for the local persons in respect of the local area. 

8. Filling of reserved vacant seats.- If a local person is not available to fill any seats reserved or allocated in 
favor of local person in respect of that local area, such seat shall be filled as if it has not been reserved. 

9. Power to authorize issue of direction.- (1) The Governor may, by order, require the State Government to 
issue such directions as may be necessary or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to this Order to any University or to 
any other educational institution subject to the control of the State Government and the University or other educational 
institution shall comply with such directions. 

(2) The State Government may, for the purpose of issuing any directions under sub-paragraph (1) or for satisfying 
itself their directions issued under that sub-paragraph have been complied with, require by order in writing, any 
University or any other educational institutions subject to the control of the State Government to furnish them such 
information, report or particulars as may be specified in the order and University or other educational institution shall 
comply with such order. 

10. Order to have over-riding effect.- The provision of this order shall have effect notwithstanding anything 
contained in any statute ordinance, rule, regulation or other order (whether made before or after the commencement of 
this order) in respect of admissions to any University or to any other educational institution subject to control of the State 
Government. 

11. Removal of doubts.- For the removal of doubts it is hereby declared that nothing in this order shall affect 
the operation of any provisions made by the State Government or other competent authority (whether before or after the 
commencement of this order) in respect of reservations in the matter of admission to any University or other educational 
institution in favor of women, socially and educationally backward classes of citizens, the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes in so far as such provisions are not inconsistent with this order. 

12. Power to amend the Schedule.- The State Government shall have the power to add or delete or amend any 
item in the Schedules.

3. Organization of Local Cadres.- (1) The Governor shall within a period of three months from the 

commencement of this Order, by notification Identify posts in the civil services or civil posts under the State Government 
in the Hyderabad-Karnataka Region or posts In Local Authority or body or organization under the control of the State 
Government in that region into the local cadre to the extent and In the manner, hereinafter provided. 

(2) 75% of the posts in the region belonging to Group-A (Junior Scale) and Group-B posts in each department of 
the State Civil Service or in local Authority or body or organization shall be organized Into as local cadres. 

(3) 80% of the posts in the Region belonging to the category of Group-C and 85% percent of the posts In the 
Group-D in each department of State Civil Service or In local Authority or body or organization shall be organized as local 
cadres. 

Provided that, notwithstanding the expiration of the said period, the Governor may, by order, require the State 
Government, whenever he considers it expedient to do so, organize any classes of posts in the civil services or under the 
State or in any Local Authority or body or organization into local cadres in the said region. 


4. Allotment of Persons.- (1) Persons holding posts required to be organized Into local cadres, shall be allotted to 
such cadres by the State Government or any officer or authority authorized by it in this behalf in accordance with the 
principles and procedure hereinafter specified and in accordance with the rules notified by the Government. 

(2) The Local persons may be given an opportunity to opt for being allotted to the local cadre and may be allotted 
to the local cadres In the Region. 

(3) Any person aggrieved by an order allotting him to the local cadre may submit a representation to the State 
Government within a period of sixty days from the date of communication of the order. 

(4) The State Government or competent authority shall, on receipt of such representations shall dispose off the 
same after due inquiry. 

Provided that wherever such an order Is likely to result in the change of allotment of any other person, no such 
order shall be made without giving an opportunity to that other person to make a representation.

(e) If he is born in the local area or either of his parents was bom in that region before 1.1.2013, or, either 
of his parents ordinarily lived in the local area for more than ten years prior to 1.1.2013 and had their 
name either in the electoral list or ration card; or owned any immovable property on or before 1.1.2013 
in the local area; or

(iv) If he has studied in an educational institution or educational institutions in such local area for a period 

of not less than Ten consecutive academic years ending with the academic year in which he 
appeared or, as the case may be, first appeared for the relevant qualifying examination; or 

(v) Where during the whole or any part of the Ten consecutive academic years ending with the academic 

year In which he appeared or as the case may be, first appeared for the relevant qualifying 
examination he has not studied in any educational institution, if he has resided in that local area 
for a period of not less than Ten year immediately preceding the date of commencement of the 
qualifying examination in which he appeared or as the case may be, first appeared; or

(i) For existing employee for whom these rules apply, the entry in their service register before 1.1.2013 as 
to their home town or place falling within the local area shall be conclusive proof of their domicile. 

Explanations.- For the purpose for this paragraph, - 

(1) "Education institution" means a University or any educational institution recognized by the State 
Government, a University or other competent authority. 

(ii) "Relevant qualifying examination in relation to a post" mean,- 

(a) the examination, a pass in which is the minimum educational qualification prescribed for the 
post; 

(b) the secondary School leaving certificate examination or an examination declared by the State 
Government to be equivalent to the Secondary School leaving Certificate examination, whichever 
is lower: and 

(iii) in reckoning the consecutive academic years during which a candidate has studied, any period of 
interruption of his study by reason of his failure to pass any examination shall be disregarded: 

(iv) the question whether any candidate or either of his parents resided in any local area shall be not only 
determined with reference to the places where the candidate or either of his parents actually resided. 

7. Competent Authority to issue Certificate.- (1) The Government may notify Competent Authority to issue 
eligibility certificate for a local person. The Competent Authority after due inquiry and public notice in such manner as 
may be prescribed issue eligibility certificate.

8. Reservation in the matter of direct recruitment or promotion.- (1) All posts in any local cadre to be filled 
by direct recruitment or by promotion at any time under the State Government in any local authority or in any body or 
organization in that region comprising of and upto Group-A (Junior Scale), Group-B, Group-C and Group-D posts shall be 
reserved in favour of local persons in relation to the local area or the region in respect of such cadre to the extent specified 
in para 3. 

(2) The cadre and recruitment for group C and D posts shall be organized as district wise cadre. 

(3) While determining under this paragraph the number of posts to be reserved in favour of local persons, any 
fraction of a post shall be counted as one. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions of this paragraph,- 

(a) there shall be at least one post left unreserved out of the posts filled by direct recruitment at any time to 
any local cadre; 

(b) there shall be, as far as possible, at least one post reserved for the local candidates in respect of each 
local area. 

(5) If suitable local candidates are not available for any post at any point of time such vacancies will be taken as 
back log and carried forward till next appointment, after which it may be treated as unreserved and filled accordingly. 

9. Power to authorize issue of direction.- (1) The Governor, may by order, require the State Government to 
issue such direction as may be necessary or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to this Order to any local authority 
or body or organization and such local authority body or organization shall comply with such directions. 

(2) The Government may, for the purpose of issuing any direction under sub-paragraph (1) or for satisfying itself 
that any directions issued under sub-paragraph have been complied with require, by order in writing, any local authority 
or body or organization to furnish them such information or report of particulars, as may be specified, in the order and 
such local authority shall comply with such order. 

Order to have over-riding effect.- (1) Provisions of this order shall have effect notwithstanding anything 
contained in any Act or rule, regulation or byelaw made there under before or after the commencement of this Order in 
respect of direct recruitment or promotion to posts under the State Government or any local authority or body or 
organization. 

(2) Concurrence of Finance Department shall be presumed for the direct recruitments and promotions made 
under these orders. 

(3) No economy measure shall apply for the reserved posts and as far as possible reserved post shall be filled by 
regular appointments and not by outsourcing. 

(4) Any temporary or contract appointments made in the region shall be of Local Person atleast to the extent of 
reservations prescribed in para 3 above.

11. Removal of doubts.- For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that nothing in this order shall affect 
the operation of any provisions made by the State Government or other competent authority by or under any law before or 
after the commencement of this Order in respect of reservation in the matter of appointments to posts in favour of persons 
belonging to the backward classes of citizens, the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes or in favour of physically 
handicapped, women, ex-servicemen, rural candidates and project displaced persons in so far as such provisions are not 
inconsistent with this order. 

12. Certain appointments and promotions to be provisional.- Any appointment or promotion made after the 
commencement of the Constitutional Amendment 371J on 01.01.2013, and before any local cadre has been organized and 
operated under the provisions of this order or any order made in pursuance to paragraph 3, to any post which is required 
to be included in such cadre shall be provisional and shall, within a period of six months after such organization, be 
reviewed and readjusted in accordance with the provisions of this Order. 

Explanation.- For the purpose of this paragraph any local cadre shall be deemed to be organized, with the 
allotment of persons to it under paragraph 4. 

12 A: Local Bench of Tribunal for dispute resolution: The Governor may request appropriate authority to 
establish one or more Local Benches of the Administrative Tribunal to settle disputes arising out of this order. 

CHAPTERII 

13. State Level Offices or Institutions or Apex Institutions.- 8% of the posts in the following State Level 
Offices or State Level Institutions or Apex Institutions reflecting population percentage of the Region in total population of 
Karnataka in all departments, body or organization and at upto levels of Group A (Junior Scale) post shall be reserved for 
Local persons of the region, namely: - 

(a) Secretariat of the State Government 

(b) Secretariat of the Legislative Assembly 

(c) Secretariat of the Legislative Council 

(d) Karnataka High Court: Officers and servants appointed as per article 229 of the constitution. 

(e) The Karnataka Public Service Commission 

(f) An office of the Head of a Department 

(g) A Special Office or Establishment 

(h) Any State-level office or Institution 

(i) All corporations / bodies outside the Region 

(j) The Bangalore Development Authority / Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike/Similar Institutions 
serving the capital city of the state, Bangalore. 

(k) Any other new office, which may be created at a later date to serve purposes similar to all above- 
mentioned institutions or such other office or body notified by the State Government. 

(l) All the Karnataka State Government funded Universities in the State. 


13 A: Shifting of State Level Offices: The Governor may request the State Government to shift certain State 
Level Offices of Government and Government controlled bodies and institutions to the region so that the number 
of posts in the region is proportionate to the population of the region. 
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13 B: Age relaxation and Grace marks: (a) The Governor may by order provide for age or any other relaxation 
in the condition_of employment for the local person in local employment. 

(b) The Governor may by order provide for Grace Marks or any other concessions to the local person in 
employment in the whole of Karnataka State. 

13 C: Protection and promotion of right of local candidates: Local candidates who had been appointed by 
the Government on local basis and who have worked for more than 10 years prior to 01-01-2013; or local 
candidates who have worked on daily or contract basis in Government for more than 10 years prior to 01-01- 
2013 and fulfill conditions as prescribed may be given certain concessions in appointment and other benefits as 
prescribed by the Government.

(g) "State- wide Educational Institution" means an educational institution providing any of the courses 
specified in part -II of the Second Schedule. 

(h) "State - wide University" means a University specified in part-I of the Second Schedule. 

(i) “Domicile” in this notification means “Local Persons” as defined in Para-4 

(2) The General clauses Act, 1897 (Central Act 10 of 1897) applies for the interpretation of this order. 
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3. Local Area: The part of the State called the Hyderabad-Karnataka Region comprising the districts of Bldar, 
Gulbarga, Yadglr, Ralehur, Koppal and Bellaiy shall be regarded as the local area for the purpose of admission to 
University and to any other educational institution Including vocational training Institutions (other than State wide 
University or State-wide educational Institution), which is subject to the control of the State Government and is situated in 
that Region. 

4. Domicile (Local Persons): A candidate for admission to any course of study shall be regarded as a local 
person In relation to the local area,- 

(a) If he is bom In local area, or either of his parents was bom in that region before 1.1.2013, or either of 
his parents ordinarily lived in the local area for more than ten years prior to 1.1.2013 and had their 
name either in the electoral list or ration card; or owned any immovable property on or before 1.1.2013 
in the local area; or 

(b) In cases where a minimum educational qualification has been prescribed for admission,- 

(i) If he has studied in an educational institution or educational institutions in such local area 
for a period of not less than Ten consecutive academic years ending with the academic year in 
which he appeared or, as the case may be, first appeared for the relevant qualifying 
examination: or 

(ii) Where during the whole or any part of the Ten consecutive academic years ending with the 
academic year in which he appeared or as the case may be, first appeared for the relevant 
qualifying examination he has not studied in any educational institution, if he has resided in 
that local area for a period of not less than Ten year immediately preceding the date of 
commencement of the qualifying examination in which he appeared or as the case may be, 
first appeared; or 

(iii) Where either of his parents has studied in an Educational Institution in such Local area for a 
period of Ten consecutive academic years. 

(c) In cases where no minimum educational qualification has been prescribed for admission, if he or either 
of his parents has resided in that local area for a period of not less than Ten years immediately 
preceding the date on which the seat is notified for admission; and 

(d) In case of a woman, if she got married to a Local person specified in the clauses (a) to (c) above. 

Explanation:- For the purposes of this paragraph:- 

(i) "Educational institution" means a university or any educational institution recognized by the State 
Government, a University or other competent authority; 

(ii) "Relevant qualifying examination", in relation to admission to any course of study, means the 
examination, a pass in which is the, minimum educational qualification for admission to such course of 
study; 

(iii) In reckoning the consecutive academic years during which a candidate or either of his parent has 
studied,- 

(a) any period of interruption of his study by reason of his failure to pass any examination; and 

(b) any period of his study in State-wide University or a statewide educational institution shall be 
disregarded. 

(iv) The question whether any candidate for admission to any course of study has resided in the local area 
shall be determined with reference to the places where the candidate or either of his parents actually 
resided. 

5. Competent Authority to issue Certificate.- (1) The Government may notify Competent Authority to issue 
eligibility certificate for a local person. The Competent Authority after due inquiry and public notice in such manner as 
may be prescribed issue eligibility certificate. 

(2) Any person (applicant or the member of the public) aggrieved by the order of the Competent Authority may make 
appeal to the Deputy Commissioner or any other Appellate Authority notified by the Government, within thirty days of 
issue of such eligibility certificate. 

(3) The Competent authority and the Appellate Authority shall dispose off the application or appeal within thirty 
days from the date of its receipt. 

(4) ‘Birth Certificate’ required to prove Domicile shall be issued in the manner prescribed by the Government. 

(5) Government may lay down procedure for issue of Validity Certificate for the proof of Domicile. 

6. Reservation in Regional Universities and educational institutions.- (1) Admission to 70% of the available 
seats in every course of study in any Regional University or educational institution referred to in the First Schedule in the 
Local area shall be reserved in favour of the local persons, in respect of such University or education institution. 
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(2) While determining under sub-paragraph (1) the number of seats to be reserved in favour of local persons any 
fraction of a seat shall be counted as one. 

Provided that there shall be at least one unreserved seat. 

7. Reservation in State-wide Universities and State-wide educational Institutions:- (1) 8% of the available 
seats in every course of study provided in a State-wide University or a statewide educational institution referred to in the 
Second Schedule be allocated among the Local candidates of the Hyderabad-Karnataka Region. 

(2) While determining under sub-paragraph (1) the number of seats to be reserved in favour of the local persons, 
any fraction of a seat shall be counted as one. Provided that there shall be at least one unreserved seat. 

(3) While allocating under sub-paragraph (1) the reserved seats among the local persons in relation to the local 
area, fractions of a seat shall be adjusted by counting the greatest fractions as one and, if necessary, also the greater of 
the remaining fractions as another; and where the fraction to be so counted cannot be selected by reason of the fractions 
being equal, the selection shall be by lot. 

Provided that there shall be at least one seat allocated for the local persons in respect of the local area. 

8. Filling of reserved vacant seats.- If a local person is not available to fill any seats reserved or allocated in 
favor of local person in respect of that local area, such seat shall be filled as if it has not been reserved. 

9. Power to authorize issue of direction.- (1) The Governor may, by order, require the State Government to 
issue such directions as may be necessary or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to this Order to any University or to 
any other educational institution subject to the control of the State Government and the University or other educational 
institution shall comply with such directions. 

(2) The State Government may, for the purpose of issuing any directions under sub-paragraph (1) or for satisfying 
itself their directions issued under that sub-paragraph have been complied with, require by order in writing, any 
University or any other educational institutions subject to the control of the State Government to furnish them such 
information, report or particulars as may be specified in the order and University or other educational institution shall 
comply with such order. 

10. Order to have over-riding effect.- The provision of this order shall have effect notwithstanding anything 
contained in any statute ordinance, rule, regulation or other order (whether made before or after the commencement of 
this order) in respect of admissions to any University or to any other educational institution subject to control of the State 
Government. 

11. Removal of doubts.- For the removal of doubts it is hereby declared that nothing in this order shall affect 
the operation of any provisions made by the State Government or other competent authority (whether before or after the 
commencement of this order) in respect of reservations in the matter of admission to any University or other educational 
institution in favor of women, socially and educationally backward classes of citizens, the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes in so far as such provisions are not inconsistent with this order. 

12. Power to amend the Schedule.- The State Government shall have the power to add or delete or amend any 
item in the Schedules.

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 19A of the Karnataka State Highways Act, 1964 
(Karnataka Act 44 of 1964) and in supersession of the Karnataka Private Investment Project (Road toll or 
user fee determination of rates and collection notification-2009 and subsequent amendment there upon), 
the State Government hereby make notified rate of Toll to be determined and collected as Toll or user fee 
for using a section of Dharwad - Ramnagar State Highway-34 developed under "Public Private Partnership 
- BOT - VGF (Toll)", namely:- 

1. Short title and commencement: 

1.1 This Notification may be called the Karnataka Public Private Partnership Project - Dharwad - 
Ramnagar State Highway-34 - Collection of Road Toll or user Fee determination of Rate and 
Collection Notification - 2013 

1.2 This Notification shall come into force from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions: 

2.1 In this Notification, unless the context otherwise requires:- 

(a) "Act" means the State Highway Act 1964: (Karnataka Act 44 of 1964); 

(b) "Notification" means a notification published in the official Gazette; 

(c) "Government" means the PWP & IWTD, Government of Karnataka; 
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(d) "KRDCL" means Karnataka Road Development Corporation Limited; 

(e) "Base Year" means the period from 01-04-2007 to 31-03-2008; 

(f) "Financial Year" means the year commencing on the 1st day of April of a year and ending 
on 31 st day of March of the succeeding year; 

(g) “Executing Authority" means an officer or authority notified by the State Government 
Act; 

(h) "Concession Agreement" means an agreement entered into between the 
GOVERNMENT /KRDCL and any person or persons for construction, operation and/or 
maintenance of a Project Road, bypass and/or bridge at its cost and expense; 

(i) "Concessionaire" means a person who has entered into a concession agreement with the 
GOVERNMENT / KRDCL; 

(j) "Project Road" or "Highway" shall mean any road, bypass and/or bridge that is 
constructed, operated and/or maintained under a Concession Agreement; 

(k) "Lane" means a lane forming part of the main carriageway and having a minimum width 
of 3.5 m (three meters and fifty centimeters); 

(l) "Bridge" means and includes any bridge, road over bridge or under bridge which is 
constructed, operated and/or maintained under a concession agreement; 

(m) "Road Over Bridge / Under Bridge" or "ROB/RUB" means and includes a road over 
bridge/under bridge that crosses above/under a railway track and which is constructed, 
operated or maintained under a concession agreement; 

(n) "Bypass" means and includes a bypass on a Project Road which is constructed, operated 
or maintained under a concession agreement; 

(o) "Mechanical Vehicle" means any vehicle driven under its power including a motor vehicle 
as defined under the Motor Vehicle Act, 1988 (59 of 1988); 

(p) "Gross Vehicle Weight" in respect of any vehicle means the total weight of the vehicle and 
load certified and registered by the registering authority as permissible for that vehicle 
under the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988; 

(q) "Private investment project" means a project relating to section of State Highway, 
permanent bridge, bypass and/or tunnel as the case may be, for which an agreement is 
entered into with a Concessionaire who has invested in the project; 

(r) "Public fund project" means a project which is not a private investment project, as 
defined in Para (q) above and includes a private investment project in respect of which 
the agreement has expired; 

(s) "Toll" means the toll charge per kilometer or meter, as the case may be, payable by the 
user of a Project Road, bypass, bridge or road over bridge / under bridge under this 
Notification; 

(t) "Toll Plaza" means any building, structure or booth made for collection of Fee; and 

(u) WPI" means the Wholesale Price Index as published by the Ministry of Industry, 
Government of India. 

2.2 Words and expressions used herein and not defined in the State Highway Act, 1964 shall have 
the meaning respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Levy and collection of toll: 

There shall be levied and paid to the concessionaire a toll for every vehicle using a Project Road, 
bypass, bridge, ROB and RUB, as the case may be, which is constructed, operated or maintained 
by such Concessionaire. 

4. Base rate of Fee: 

4.1 Base rate of Fee for use of section of the SH, standalone bridge, bypass or tunnel constructed 
through public funded project or private investment project shall be as specified in Column (3) 
below: 

4.2 The rate of Fee for use of a section of SH of two or more lane shall, for the base year 2007-08, be 
the product of the length of such section multiplied by the following rates, namely;-

For the purpose of this Para refer to the latest Notifications of the Ministry of Road Transport 

and Highway. 

(a) "Car or Jeep or Van or Omni bus" or "light motor vehicles" means any mechanical 
vehicle the gross vehicle weight of which does not exceed 7.50 tonnes (seven thousand 
five hundred kilograms), or the registered passenger carrying capability as specified in 
the certificate of registration issued under the Motor Vehicle Act, 1988 does not exceed 
12 (twelve) members excluding the driver, but does not include a three-wheeled motor 
vehicle, motor cycle, tractor or tractor with trailer; 

(b) "Tractor" means a motor vehicle which is not itself constructed to carry any load other 
than the equipment used for the purpose of propulsion, but does not include a road 
roller; 

(c) "Light Commercial Vehicle" or "Light Goods Vehicle" or "Mini Bus" means any 
mechanical vehicle with a gross vehicle weight exceeding 7.50 tonnes (seven thousand 
five hundred kilograms) but less than 12.00 tonnes (twelve thousand kilograms) or the 
registered passenger carrying capability as specified in the certificate of registration 
issued under the Motor Vehicle Act, 1988 does not exceed 32 (thirty two) members 
excluding the driver, 

(d) "Commercial Vehicle - Bus or Truck with two axles” means any mechanical vehicle 
having two axles with a gross vehicle weight exceeding 12.00 tonnes (twelve thousand 
kilograms) but less than 20.00 tonnes (twenty thousand kilograms) or the registered 
passenger carrying capability as specified in the certificate of registration issued under 
the Motor Vehicle Act, 1988 does not exceed 56 (fifty six) members excluding the driver, 
and includes a road roller; 

(e) "Heavy Construction Machinery" or “Earth Moving Equipment" or "Multi Axle Vehicles" 
means Heavy Construction Machinery or Earth Moving Equipments or any mechanical 
vehicle including a Multi Axle Vehicles with three to six axles or vehicle with a gross 
vehicle weight exceeding 20.00 tonnes (twenty thousand kilograms) but less than 60.00 
tonnes (sixty thousand kilograms) and includes a truck with three to six axles and earth 
moving equipment; 

(f) "Oversized Vehicle" means any mechanical vehicle having seven or more axles or vehicle 
with a gross vehicle weight exceeding 60.00 tonnes (sixty thousand kilograms); 

(g) "Local Traffic" means the traffic on account of commuting by a private car between a 
rural area and its nearest city or town by means of the Project Road; provided (i) such 
private car is owned by a person who resides in such rural area, (ii) such rural area is 
situated within a distance of 10 (ten) km from the toll plaza, and (iii) such rural area has 
no alternative road connecting such city or town. For the avoidance of doubt, a road that 
connects such rural area to its nearest city or town shall not be deemed to be an 
alternative road for purposes hereof if it increases the travel distance by more than 20% 
(twenty per cent) of the corresponding distance on the Project Road;

5. Annual revision of Rate of Fee: 

5.1 The basic toll rates referred to in Para 4.2 shall be increased annually by 3% (three per cent) 
thereof for a period of 15 (fifteen) successive years commencing from April 1, 2010. The first 
increase of 3 percent (three per cent) hereunder shall take effect on April 1, 2010, and the last 
and fifteenth such increase shall be affected on April 1, 2024. 


5.2 


Illustration: 


For a Project Road that is commissioned on April 1, 2013 the basic toll rate shall be Rs. 0.594 
per car per km. as shown below (for Car): 

2008- 09 0.500 + 0.500 x 3% = 0.515 

2009- 10 0.515 + 0.515 x 3% = 0.530 

2010- 11 0.530 + 0.530 x 3% = 0.545 

2011- 12 0.545 + 0.545 x 3% = 0.561 

2012- 13 0.561 + 0.561 x 3% = 0.577 

2013- 14 0.577 + 0.577 x 3% = 0.594 


In addition to the annual revision effected under Rule 5.1. the applicable basic toll rates shall be 
adjusted and revised annually on April 1 of each year to reflect the variation in WPI occurring 
between January 1, 2007 and January 1 of the year in which such revision is undertaken. 
The revision for each Project Road, bypass, bridge, ROB and RUB shall be undertaken as follows: 

(a) On the 1st April immediately preceding the completion of a Project Road, bypass, bridge, 
ROB or RUB, as the case may be, (the "date of revision"), the basic toll rates, as applicable 
under Rule 5.1 shall be adjusted and revised for such Project Road, bypass, bridge, ROB or 
RUB, as the case may be, to reflect the variation in WPI occurring between January 1, 
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2007 and January 1 immediately preceding the date of revision hereunder. The formula for 
determining the basic toll charge payable by a user of such Project Road, bypass, bridge, 
ROB or RUB as the case may be, (the "basic toll charge") shall be as follows: 

WPI* A 

Basic toll charge = Base toll rate x- 


WPI* B 


Where, 

Basic toll rate is the applicable basic toll rate on the date of revision specified in this sub-rule (a); 
WPI*A is the WPI on January 1 immediately preceding the date of revision specified in this sub¬ 
rule (a); and WPI*B is the WPI as on January 1, 2007. 


Illustration :- 

For a Project Road that is commissioned on April 1, 2013, the toll charge shall be a sum of i) the 
basic toll rate as on April 1, 2013 i.e. Rs.0.594; and (ii) inflation from January 1, 2007 (112.400) 
to January 1, 2013 (170.300) on Rs. 0.594, i.e. Rs. 0.305. The toll charge as on April 1, 2013 
shall thus be Rs.0.899 per car per km. 


Basic toll charge for 2013-14 = Base toll rate of 2012-13 x (WPI of Janaury 1, 2013 / WPI of Janaury 1, 2007) 
i.e, Basic toll charge for 2013-14 = 0.5940 x (170.300/112.400) = 0.899 


(b) For the period subsequent to the date of revision under sub-rule (a) above, the annual 
revision on account of inflation shall be restricted to 40% (forty per cent) of the rate of 
inflation occurring after the revision under sub-rule (a) above and such revision shall be 
effected on April 1 every year. The formula for determining the toll charge under this sub¬ 
rule (b) shall be as follows: 


Total charge = b + (c - d) + (b WPI * C - b) x 0.4 

WPI *A 

Where, 

b is the Basic toll charge determined for the respective Project Road, bypass, bridge, ROB or 
RUB, as the case maybe, as per sub-rule (a) above; 
c is the Basic toll rate as on April 1 of the year of revision; 

d is the Basic toll rate that formed part of the basic toll charge computed under sub-rule (a) 
above; 

WPI*C is the WPI as on January 1 of the year of revision; and WPI*A is the WPI computed as 
such under sub-rule (a) above. 

(c) In the event that a concession agreement stipulates two distinct phases of construction and 
the second phase thereof includes (i) construction of a bypass, and/ or (ii) widening of the 
carriageway of Project Road by 6 (six) metres or more (the "augmentation"), the toll charges 
to be levied and collected for such second phase shall be determined as follows: 

(i) Upon completion of augmentation and commissioning thereof for use of traffic, the toll 
charges shall be determined in accordance with the formula specified in sub-Para 5.1 
above as if the date of revision thereunder is the l Bl April that immediately precedes the 
date of such commissioning. 

(ii) Subsequent annual revisions hereunder shall be determined in accordance with sub¬ 
rule (b) of this Rule 5.2 as if the Basic Toll Charge thereunder is the amount 
determined under sub-rule (i) hereinabove. 

5.3 Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained herein, if revision of toll charges shall fall 
due before completion of 6 (six) months from the date on which such toll charges were levied 
and collected, such revision shall be kept in abeyance until the completion of the aforesaid 
6 (six) months.

6 . Combined toll Fee collection for Project Roads and bridges: 

Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in Para 4 and 5, where any bridge, bypass, 
ROB or RUB. as the case may be, forms part of a Project Road on which toll charges are being 
levied and collected pursuant hereto, the applicable toll charges for such bridge, bypass, ROB or 
RUB shall be reduced by 20 % (twenty per cent) and added to the toll charges levied and collected 
for such Project Road. A similar reduction shall be effected where a bridge, ROB or RUB, as the 
case may be, forms part of a bypass: Provided, however, that no minimum toll charges shall be 
levied on a bridge, ROB or RUB that is combined with a Project Road or bypass. 

7. Peak and off-peak toll Fee: 

7.1 Every concessionaire may, at any time after April 1, 2010, but after obtaining prior written 
approval of the GOVERNMENT / KEDCL, may in its discretion deny, levy and collect a higher and 
discounted toll charge (the "differential toll charge") for use of the Project Road, bypass, bridge, 
ROB or RUB, as the case may be, during peak and off-peak hours respectively in accordance with 
this Para, Provided, however, that such differential toll charge shall not apply to local traffic and to 
frequent users availing of a lower toll charge under Para 10. 

7.2 Each such concessionaire shall for this purpose designate not more than six hours in a day as 
peak hours and a period equal to twice the peak hours as off-peak hours. During peak hours, a 
concessionaire may levy and collect a premium of upto 25% (twenty-five percent) on the 
applicable Toll Charges or such higher premium as the State GOVERNMENT / KRDCL may by 
order permit. Simultaneously, with levy of such premium for peak hours, such concessionaire 
shall offer a discount during off-peak hours at a rate equal to twice the premium for peak hours. 
For the avoidance of doubt, the determination of differential fee shall be with reference to the time 
of entry of a user at the toll plaza of the Project Road or the bridge, as the case may be. 

7.3 If the determination and collection of differential toll charges results in an increase in the toll 
revenues of the concessionaire, then 80% (eighty per cent) of the additional revenue in each year 
resulting from the differential toll charges shall be deposited in a separate fund to be specified by 
the GOVERNMENT / KRDCL and deployed for providing such additional facilities for users of the 
Project Road, bypass, bridge, ROB or RUB, as the case may be, as the GOVERNMENT / KRDCL 
may specify under the respective concession agreement. For the purposes of this Sub Para 7.3, 
additional revenue from differential toll charges shall mean the gross amount collected at 
differential toll charges pursuant to this Para 7, less gross revenues which would have been 
collected at the applicable toll charges on footing that the option to levy and collect differential toll 
charges pursuant to this Para 7 has not been exercised by the concessionaire. 

8 . Toll collection points (toll plazas): 

8.1 For collection of toll charges under these Para, the concessionaire shall establish and operate toll 
collection points (the "toll plazas") in accordance with the provisions of the respective concession 
agreement: 

Provided, however, that the distance between two toll plazas located in the same direction on a 
Project Road, not being a toll plaza on a bypass, bridge, ROB or RUB, shall not be less than 40 
(forty) Km; 

Provided further that a toll plaza set up for collection of toll charges on a Project Road shall, as 
far as possible, be located beyond 10 (ten) km, from the municipal boundaries of a city or town 
situated on such Project Road. 

8.2 The concessionaire may in its discretion set up additional toll collection points and entry 
barriers on the Project Road for the purpose of checking vehicles that may be using approach 
roads to the Project Road for evasion of toll charges payable under these Para: 

Provided that no such additional toll collection points or entry barriers shall be set up beyond a 
distance of about 10 (ten) km on either side of a toll plaza. 

9. Exempted Vehicles: 

The following categories of vehicle shall be exempted from payment of Toll Charges:- 

(a) All vehicles belonging to the Government of India, Government of Karnataka, and 
Government of Karnataka under takings including Private Vehicles engaged on 
Government duty with valid pass (Yellow Board Vehicles only). 

(b) Official vehicles transporting and accompanying the President of India, Vice President of 
India, Prime Minister of India, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, Union Ministers, 
Governors, Lt. Governors, Chief Ministers, Presiding Officers and Leaders of Opposition 
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of the Central and the State legislatures, Judges of the Supreme Court, Chief Justices of 
the High Courts, Ministers of the State Government, Judges of the Supreme Court and 
High Court, Hon'ble Member of Parliament and Member of Legislative Assembly having 
jurisdiction and foreign dignitaries on state visit; 

(c) Official vehicles of Central and State armed forces in uniform including Para-military 
forces and police, and of Executive Magistrates. 

(d) All vehicles belonging to Defense department, Government of India. 

(e) Ambulances, fire tenders and Hearse (funeral) vans; 

(f) The awardee of prestigious International/ National awards, if a such awardee produces 
his/her photo identity card duly authorized by the appropriate or competent authority 
for such award. 

(g) Vehicles belonging to the Indian Posts and Telegraph Department. 

(h) Tractor-Trolleys used for agriculture purpose and bullock carts. 

(i) Auto Rickshaws, Two Wheeler and Horse driven carts. 

(j) Vehicles of persons using the highway for inspection, survey, construction, or operation 
and maintenance thereof. 

* Note: The driver of the vehicle/van so exempted from payment of toll shall state his name and 
name of duty on which he is engaged. 

10. Exemption for Local Traffic: 

10.1 No toll charges shall be levied or collected from a vehicle that uses part of the Project Road and 
does not cross a toll plaza. 

10.2 Local traffic shall be entitled to ply on the Project Road, bypass or bridge, as the case may be, 
and cross the toll plaza on production of a monthly pass to be issued by the concessionaire on 
payment of a monthly fee of Rs. 100 (Rs. one hundred only); provided that the monthly fee shall 
be revised annually to reflect the variation in WPI as compared to 1" January, 2007 and then 
rounded off to the nearest ten rupees. 

10.3 The concessionaire shall issue a monthly pass for local traffic on written request to be made by a 
local user and accompanied by (a) proof of residence such as a certificate from the Tahsildhar / 
Naib Tahsildhar / Block Development and Panchayat Officer or a ration card or voter 
Identification card, and (b) the registration papers of the personal car for which such pass is 
required. Only a car registered in the name of the local user and bearing the address as specified 
in the aforesaid proof of residence shall be eligible for a monthly pass. Upon presentation of the 
proof of residence and the registration papers, the concessionaire shall retain a photocopy 
thereof and return the original documents forthwith. 

10.4 Notwithstanding anything contained in these Para, in the event of construction of service lanes 
for free use by local traffic, motorcycles and tractors, such traffic/ vehicles shall be liable to pay 
toll for use of the main carriageway. 

11. Discounted rates for frequent users: 

11.1 A frequent user, who shall purchase coupons / tickets for 20 (Twenty) or more one-way trips to 
be undertaken by the same vehicle within the calendar month of the date of such tickets 
purchased at a discounted rate equivalent to 80% (eighty per cent) of the fee payable for the 
respective vehicle. Such discounted tickets shall entitle the specified vehicle to commute on the 
project road for a single one-way trip at any time during a period of one calendar month or part 
thereof; 

11.2 Upon request from any person, the concessionaire shall issue a return coupon / ticket on 
payment of a sum equal to 150% (one hundred and fifty per cent) of the toll charges payable for 
the respective vehicle if it were to undertake a single one-way trip on the Project Road, bypass, 
bridge or ROB/RUB. as the case may be. Such return pass shall entitle the specified vehicle to 
undertake a return journey on the same day as the outward journey. 

12. Additional charge for evasion of toll charges: 

The concessionaire shall be entitled to levy and collect an additional sum equal to the applicable 
toll charges from a person found to be evading payment thereof. Such additional sum shall be 
deemed to be predetermined liquidated damages for attempt to make unauthorized use of a 
Project Road, bypass, bridge or ROB/RUB, as the case may be, without payment of toll charges 
due and payable under this Notification.

13. Additional toll charges for overloading: 

13.1 Without prejudice to the liability of the vehicle owner / operator under any law for the time being 
in force, the concessionaire shall be entitled to levy an additional toll charge (the "additional toll 
charge") on overloaded vehicles which have used whole or part of the Project Road. Such 
additional toll charge shall not exceed 50 (fifty per cent) of the applicable toll charges in case the 
overloading is between 10% (ten percent) and 20% (twenty percent) of the permissible load of the 
vehicle. The additional toll charge for overloading beyond such 20% (twenty percent) shall not 
exceed 100% (one hundred percent) of the applicable toll charges. 

13.2 The additional toll charge levied hereunder shall be deemed to be a toll within the meaning of 
this Notification: Provided that payment of such charge will not be deemed to compound the 
offence of overloading; Provided further that upon detection of overloading, the concessionaire 
shall prevent the vehicle from using the Project Road, until the excess load has been removed 
from the vehicle. 

13.3 The weight of a vehicle as recorded at a weigh bridge installed at the toll plaza shall be the basis 
for levying the additional toll charge under this Para; Provided, however, where no weigh bridge 
has been installed at the toll plaza, no additional toll charge on over loaded vehicles shall be 
levied and collected. 

14. Rounding off of toll charges: 

Toll charges to be collected from each vehicle under this Notification shall be rounded off to the 
nearest Rs. 5/- (Five Rupees). 

15 . Commencement of tolling: 

Levy and collection of toll shall commence upon completion/ provisional completion of 
construction of the Project Road, bypass, bridge or ROB/RUB, as the case may be, in 
accordance with the provisions of the respective concession agreement. 

16 . Display of toll charges: 

16.1 The concessionaire shall, near the entiy point of the Project Road or bypass, as the case may be, 
and near the toll plaza, prominently display the applicable toll charges for information of users 
approaching from either side of the Project Road, bypass, bridge or ROB/RUB, as the case maybe. 

16.2 The concessionaire shall from time to time, by written notice, inform GOVERNMENT / KRDCL of 
the applicable toll charges and the detailed calculation thereof. Such information shall be 
communicated at least 30 days prior to the date of levy of toll charges or revision thereof, as the 
case may be. 

1 7. Unauthorised collection: 

17.1 In the event that a concessionaire collects from any person a sum of money not due and payable 
hereunder, the concessionaire shall be liable to refund to such person forthwith the amount so 
collected along with a sum computed at 3% (three per cent) of the amount so collected, for each 
day from the date of collection till the date of refund, by way of damages. In the event that such 
amount, together with damages computed in the manner as aforesaid is not paid to such person 
for any reason whatsoever, the same shall be deposited with the GOVERNMENT / KRDCL within 
a period of 15 (fifteen) days from the date of such collection. 

17.2 Any dispute relating to amounts payable by the concessionaire under Para 17.1 shall be settled 
by the Executive Engineer, KRDCL having jurisdiction over the Project Road, bypass, bridge, ROB 
or RUB, as the case may be, by an order in writing and appeal, if any, against such order shall lie 
with the Superintending Engineer, KRDCL having jurisdiction over the Project Road, bypass, 
bridge, ROB or RUB, as the case may be. 

17.3 Any person aggrieved in connection with the collection of toll may lodge a complaint to the 
Executive Engineer, KRDCL having jurisdiction over the Project Road, bypass, bridge, ROB or 
RUB, as the case may be. The Executive Engineer, KRDCL shall pass orders on such complaint 
within a period of 15 (fifteen) days and appeal, if any, against such order shall lie with the 
Superintending Engineer, KRDCL having jurisdiction over the Project Road, bypass, bridge. ROB 
or RUB, as the case may be.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Title, Extent and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Bangalore Metropolitan Planning 
Committee Rules, 2013. 

(2) These rules extends to the Bangalore Metropolitan Area. 

(3) These rules shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.- In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,- 
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(a) ‘Act’means the Karnataka Municipal corporations Act, 1976 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1977); 

(b) “Committee” means the Bangalore Metropolitan Planning Committee constituted under rule 3 of these 
rules for the Bangalore Metropolitan area. 

3. Constitution of the Metropolitan Planning Committee. (1) As soon as may after the declaration of the Bangalore 
metropolitan area, the Government may by notification constitute a Bangalore Metropolitan Planning Committee for 
Bangalore metropolitan area. 

(2) The committee so established under sub-rule (1) shall consists of the following thirty members, namely:- 


(a) 

Ten members nominated by the State Government, namely: - 


(i) 

The Chief Minister, 

Member 

(ii) 

The Minister for Urban Development 

Member 

(iii) 

The Chairman, Bangalore Development Authority (BDA) 

Member 

(iv) 

The Principal Secretary to Government, Urban Development

(v) 

one Representative of Government of India (National Capital Region 
and Planning Board) 

Member 

(vi) 

Commissioner, Bangalore Metropolitan Region Development 
Authority, (B.M.R.D.A) 

Member 

(vii) 

Chairman, Bangalore Water Supply and Sewerage Board 

Member 

(viii) 

Chairman, Bangalore Electricity Supply Company 

Member 

(ix) 

Secretary to Government Finance Department 

Member 

(x) 

Commissioner, Bangalore Development Authority 

Member Secretary 


(b) Eighteen members of the committee shall be elected by and from amongst the elected members of the Urban 
Local Authorities Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike and Municipalities and 2 members elected by and from amongst 
the Adyakshas and Upadyakshas of Zilla Panchayat, Taluk Panchayat and Grama Panchyats within the metropolitan 
area. The election shall be held by the Karnataka State Election Commission. 

(c) Special Invitees.- Two persons out of eminent Economists and professional having experience in Town 
Planning nominated by the State Government shall be special invitees. 

(d) Permanent Invitees.- All the members of the House of the people and the State Legislative Assembly whose 
constituencies lie within the Bangalore Metropolitan area and members of the Council of States and the State Legislative 
council who are registered as electors in such area shall be permanent invitees. 

(e) Chairperson of the committee shall be chosen among the members. 

(3) The Commissioner of Bangalore Development Authority (BDA) shall convene the meetings of the committee. 

4. Terms of office of members of the Committee.- (1) The tenure of the elected member of Committee shall run 
concurrently with that of Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike or Municipality or Panchayat of which he is a member as 
the case may be; 

(2) Casual vacancy in the Committee arising out of death, resignation removal or otherwise, shall be filled in by 
election or nomination within a period of six months from the date of occurrence of vacancy, as the case may be, and any 
member elected or nominated to fill such a vacancy shall hold office for the remainder period: 

Provided that when the remainder period is less than six months, it shall not be necessary to hold any election. 

(3) An elected member may resign from a Committee by writing under Resignation of the member his hand 
addressed to hold any election. 

5. Meetings of the Committee.- (1) The committee shall meet as and when necessary and at least once in three 
months or at such times and places as the Chairperson may determine in this behalf and shall observe such procedure to 
the transaction of its business at such meetings. 

(2) If Chairperson of the Committee for any reason is unable to act, members shall elect from amongst the other 
members a chairperson who shall act as Chairperson for that meeting. 

(3) The quorum necessary for the transaction of business at a meeting shall be two third of the total members. 

(4) All questions at any sitting of the committee shall be determined by a majority of votes of the members present 
and voting. In case of equality of votes on any question, the Chairperson shall have casting vote. 

6. Removal of members.- The State Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, remove from office a non- 
official member of the Committee:- 

(a) if he has any pecuniary interest in the schemes or works included in the plans and schemes prepared by the 
urban local authorities or rural local authorities in the Metropolitan area; 
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(b) if he is convicted for an offence involving moral turpitude punishable under the provisions of any law for the 
time being in force; or if he, upon the trial of election petition, is found guilty of corrupt practice. 

7. Staff of the Metropolitan planning committee.- The Bangalore Development Authority shall provide 
Secretariat Assistant to the Committee the Bangalore Development Authority may appoint such number of other officers and 
employees including experts for technical, work as may be necessary, for the efficient performance of its functions and may 
determine their designations and grades. 

8. Constitution of Subcommittee.- The committee may constitute the sub-committees for such purpose as it may 
think fit, sub committees consisting wholly of members of the committee or wholly of other persons or partly of members of the 
committee and partly of other persons as it may consider necessary or expedient. 

9. Functions of the Metropolitan Planning Committee.- (1) The committee shall perform such functions relating to 
planning and co-ordination for the Bangalore Metropolitan area as the Government may, by notification, assign to it. 

(2) The committee shall, in preparing the draft development plan,- 

(a) have regard to,- 

(i) the plans prepared by the local Authorities in the Metropolitan area; 

(ii) matters of common interest between the urban local authorities and the rural local authorities, including 

co-ordinated spatial planning of the area, sharing of water and other physical natural resources, the 
integrated development of infrastructure and environmental conservation; 

(iii) the overall objectives and priorities set by the Government of India and the State Government; 

(iv) the extent and nature of investments likely to be made in the Metropolitan area by agencies of the Government of 

India and of the State Government and other available resources, whether financial or otherwise; 

(v) Consult such Institutions and Organizations as the Government may specify by, Order. 

(b) Also indicate policies, strategies and priorities and major projects for a plan period of twenty-five years having 
due regard to,- 

(i) Physical and natural resource potentials and their utilisation; 

(ii) Natural Hazard prone areas; 

(iii) Poverty alleviation and employment in both formal and informal sectors; 

(iv) Development of trade, commerce and industry; 

(v) Rural development; 

(vi) Metropolitan area level transportation system including mass transport; 

(vii) Integrated infrastructure development covering water, energy, sanitation, education, health, recreation, 
communication and other utilities facilities and Services; 

(viii) Housing and Shelter development programme; 

(ix) Population assignment and settlement pattern of rural service centres as well as small, medium and 
large urban centres and their functional specialisation; 

(x) Protection of environmentally and ecologically sensitive areas and conservation of heritage; 

(xi) Generalised Land use; 

(xii) Fiscal resource requirements and its mobilisation including the extent and nature of investments likely 
to be made in the metropolitan area by agencies of the Government of India and the State Government; 

(xiii) Development of special areas, if any, such as new towns, industrial townships, coastal areas, etc; 

(xiv) Phasing of the metropolitan area perspective plan in periods of five years preferably co-terminus with 
the state five year plan; and 

(xv) Any other particulars and details as may be considered necessary by the committee and as may be 
directed by the Government. 

10. Preparing draft Development plan.- Formulate metropolitan area draft development plan within one year 
from the date of constitution of the committee having regard or under preparation under sub-rule (2) of rule 9 and 
development goals, objectives and priorities for the plan period as well as the fiscal resources and central and state 
Government investment policies and programmes incorporating,- 

(i) all or any matters mentioned in sub-rule (2) or rule 9; 

(ii) phasing of the metropolitan area development plan into five annual plans by sectoral programmes, 
projects and schemes indicating physical targets and fiscal requirements; and 

(iii) any other particulars and details as may be considered necessary by the committee or as may be directed 
by the Government. 

(c) Prepare metropolitan area annual plan within the framework of approved metropolitan area development plan 
having regard to findings of review of fiscal and physical performance of the previous annual plan. 

(d) Consult such institutions and organizations as the Chamber of Commerce and Industry, non-Governmental 
organizations’ including professional bodies as, Institute of Town Planers of India in the formulation of metropolitan area 
plans as the Government may determine in this behalf; 
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(e) Monitor the physical achievements of the investments made by the various planning and development 
authorities on annual basis and submission of report thereon to the Government; 

(f) Resolve conflicts arising out of overlapping functions of planning and development authorities and rural local 

bodies: 

(g) Advise the local authorities on their up-gradation of status and alteration of boundaries; 

(h) Sort-out matters relating to sharing of water and other physical and natural resources; 

(i) Formulate policies and identify projects for integrated development of metropolitan area level infrastructure 
and facilitate their implementation through public or private agencies; 

(J) Serve as a nodal agency for disbursement of such funds as the Government may determine, to the local 
planning and development authorities; and 

(k) Perform any other incidental, supplemental and consequential function or as prescribed or as may be directed 
by the Government or as may be necessary and required for the purposes of carrying out its functions under these rules. 

(4) The Member Secretary of the Committee shall forward the draft development plan, as recommended by the 
committee, to the Government. 

(5) The Committee shall have powers to formulate guidelines for preparation of draft plan, which shall be followed by 
the local authorities while formulating their own plans. 

(6) The accounts of all receipts and expenditure of the Committee for the purpose of conduct of meetings and 
discharge of their function shall be governed by Financial Code and other related Rules. 

11. Preparation and Approval of Metropolitan Area draft Development Plan.- (1) The committee shall prepare a 
metropolitan area draft development plan for a period of five year preferably coterminous with the State Five Year Plan, and a 
report thereon and shall publish the same by a notice in at least one local newspaper indicating the place or places where the 
metropolitan area development plan shall be available for inspection by the public inviting objections and suggestions in writing 
from any person in respect of the said plan within a period of thirty days from the date of publication of the aforesaid notice. 

(2) Simultaneously with the publication of notice under sub-rule (1), the committee shall appoint a Hearing Committee 
consisting of not more than five of its members including the metropolitan planning member, who will give hearing to all such 
persons who have made a request in writing for being so heard and submit their report to the metropolitan planning committee 
within a period of sixty days from the date of expiry of notice under sub-rule (1). 

(3) The committee shall, within thirty days from the date of receipt of the report of the Hearing Committee under sub¬ 
rule (2) resolve to effect such modifications, as may be considered necessary, and thereafter the Metropolitan Area draft 
Development Plan together with the objectives received under sub-rule (2) and the report of the Hearing Committee under sub¬ 
rule (2) shall be submitted to the Director of Town and Country Planning, Bangalore Metropolitan Region Development Authority 
and the Government. 

(4) The Government shall, within sixty days of the receipt of the Metropolitan Area draft Development Plan under sub-rule 
(3) in consultation with the Director of Town and Country Planning approve the same with or without modifications. 

(5) As soon as may be, but not later than thirty days, after the draft development plan of the metropolitan area has been 
approved by the Government, the committee shall publish a notifications in Official Gazette and in atleast two local newspapers, 
stating that the Development Plan of the metropolitan area has been approved and mentioning the place or places where a copy 
of the metropolitan area development plan may be inspected at reasonable hours and that copies thereof or an extract therefrom 
certified to be correct shall be available for sale to the public at a reasonable price. 

(6) The metropolitan area development plan shall come into operation from the date of its publication in the 
Official Gazette. Simultaneously with the publication of metropolitan area development plan in the Official Gazette under 
sub-rule (5), the committee shall forward a copy thereof to each of the concerned planning and development authorities and the 
local authorities at the district level falling within the metropolitan area, who shall take necessary steps to obtain such sums of 
money as allocated to them under Central or state sector through the process of formulation of annual plans schemes and 
projects within the framework of the approved metropolitan area development plan 

12. Review and revision of the metropolitan area development plan.- Immediately after the expiry of three 
years from the date of approval of the metropolitan area, development plan under sub-rule (4) of rule 11, but not later than one 
year the metropolitan planning committee shall review such plan and prepare a fresh metropolitan area development plan for the 
next five years commencing from the date of expiry of such plan in force after incorporating such modifications and 
amendments, as may be considered necessary and submit it for approval as laid down in rule-11. 

13. Modifications to development plan of metropolitan area.- (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 12 
development plan of a metropolitan area may be modified at any time and for this propose, the committee shall publish a 
draft of the proposed modifications by a notice in at least one local newspaper inviting objections and suggestion from the 
public within thirty days from the date of the aforesaid publication of the notice, and after giving an opportunity of hearing to 
such persons who have made request of being heard and after considering such objections and suggestions finalise the 
modifications and submit the modifications together with the objection and report of the hearing committee to the Board or the 
Government, as the case may be. 
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(2) The Government, as the case may be. may approve the modifications with or without variations or refuse to 
approve the modifications by a notification in the Official Gazette and publish in atleast one local newspaper. 

Provided that no such modifications shall, as proposed be approved by the board or the Government as the case may be, 
unless they are in public interest and are notified to the public. 

14. Directions by the State Government.- (1) The Government may, from time to time issue such directions to the 
committee as it may deem fit, for giving effect to the provisions of this rules and it shall be the duty of the committee to comply 
with such directions. 

(2) If any doubt arises on any point of procedure or otherwise the Chairperson may, if he thinks fit refer the point 
to the State Government whose decision shall be final.

Regulations, 2013 dated 21 st March 2013 and the same was published in the Gazette of Karnataka dated 22“ d March 2013.

The Commission after considering the views, suggestions and objections, if any 
received before the above date will issue the final Regulations in this regard. 

Amendment: 

In exercise of the powers conferred under Section 181 and Section 62(4) of the Electricity Act 2003 and clause 9 of the KERC (Fuel Cost Adjustment Charges) Regulations, 2013 dated 
21 st March 2013, the Commission hereby makes the following amendments to the KERC (Fuel Cost Adjustment Charges) Regulations, 2013 dated 21 st March 2013. 

1. Short Title and commencement: 

(i) These Regulations may be called the KERC (Fuel Cost Adjustment Charges) First Amendment Regulations, 2013 

(ii) They shall come into effect from the date of their Notification in the official gazette. 

(iii) They shall apply to the whole of the State of Karnataka. 

2. Amendment to clause 3 of the KERC (Fuel Cost Adjustment Charges) Regulations, 2013 dated 21st March 2013: 
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Clause No. As existing 

Collection of Fuel Cost Adjustment charge (FAC): 

Every Distribution Licensee shall collect Fuel Cost Adjustment charges 
from its consumers during a billing quarter in accordance with the 
provisions in these Regulations as part of the tariff payable by the 
consumer. 

Explanation: The first billing quarter shall commence from 1 st July 2013. 
Provided that, where the FAC in any billing quarter exceeds ten paise per 
unit or any other limit fixed by the Commission in the tariff order 
applicable for the relevant year, the distribution licensee shall not recover 
FAC in excess of ten paise per unit or the limit fixed by the Commission 
without the prior approval of the Commission. 

Provided that, where the amount of FAC is negative in any billing 
quarter, the savings in FAC upto ten paise or the limit as fixed by the 
Commission shall be passed on to the Consumers. 


5.1. The formula for computation of the Fuel Cost Adjustment Charges 
shall be as under: 

FAC = l(VC so + VC cos + VC IPP + Z)/gl *1000

VC so = Change in variable cost of state owned power generating stations 
VC CGS = Change in variable cost of Central Generating Stations; 

VCjpp = Change in variable cost of Generating Stations of other 
Independent Power Producers having long term PPAs with the 
distribution licencees.

Every Distribution Licensee shall collect Fuel Cost Adjustment charges from its 
consumers during a billing quarter in accordance with the provisions in these 
Regulations as part of the tariff payable by the consumer.

Provided that, where the FAC in any billing quarter exceeds ten paise per unit or any 
other limit fixed by the Commission in the tariff order applicable for the relevant year, the 
distribution licensee shall not recover FAC in excess of ten paise per unit or the limit 
fixed by the Commission without the prior approval of the Commission. 

Provided that, where the amount of FAC is negative in any billing quarter, the savings in 
FAC upto ten paise or the limit as fixed by the Commission shall be passed on to the 
Consumers. 

Provided that, where the amount of FAC is negative in any billing quarter along 
with an overall reduction in cost of power purchase inclusive of all sources of 
power purchase during the second quarter preceding the billing quarter, such 
FAC shall be passed on to the consumers. 

Explanation: If the FAC to be collected is negative and there is overall reduction 
in the cost of power purchase during the second quarter preceding the billing 
quarter, the ESCOMs are allowed to pass the savings to the consumers. 

If the FAC to be collected is negative but there is overall increase in the cost of 
power purchase during the second quarter preceding the billing quarter, the 
ESCOMs are allowed to adjust the savings in FAC against the overall increase in 
power purchase cost. 

5.1. The formula for computation of the Fuel Cost Adjustment Charges shall be as under: 

FAC = l(VC so + VC cos + VC„„ + Z)/g] * 1000
